GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

Sec.  30.1.  Compilation  and  publication. — (a)  Statistics  of 
United  States  imports  and  exports  are  collected,  tabulated,  and 
published  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census  of  the  Department  of 
Commerce  from  data  supplied  by  Collectors  of  Customs  as  here- 
inafter provided.  Correspondence  relating  to  the  collection, 
tabulation,  and  publication  of  such  data  on  the  foreign  trade 
of  the  United  States  should  be  addressed  to  the  Division  of 
Foreign  Trade  Statistics^,  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington ^ 
D.  C.  Correspondence  relating  to  analyses  of  United  States 
foreign  trade  should  be  addressed  to  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and 
Domestic  Commerce,  Washington  •*,  D.  C.  Amended  Jan.  8, 
1942  (F.C.S.D.  20);  F.C.W.,  Jan.  31,  1942;  F.R.  Doc.

(b)  Inquiries  relating  to  statistical  requirements  of  import 
entries  and  export  declarations,  and  the  procedure  of  coding  and 
forwarding  these  documents,  should  be  addressed  to  the  Section 
of  Customs  Statistics®,  Department  of  Commerce,  at  New  York.’^ 


Sec.  30.2.  Accounts,  what  to  show. — (a)  The  accounts  of  the 
commerce  of  the  United  States  with  foreign  countries  (or  its 
noncontiguous  territory)  shall  comprehend  and  include,  in 
tabular  form,  the  quantity,  by  weight  or  measure,  as  well  as  the 
value  of  the  various  articles  of  foreign  commerce.

All  amendments  to  the  Regulations  for  the  Collection  of  Statistics  of  Foreign  Commerce  and 
Navigation  of  the  United  States  are  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  as  Foreign  Commerce 
Statistical  Decisions.  These  have  been  incorporated  in  the  regulations  which  they  amend. 
In  addition  to  their  publication  in  the  Federal  Register,  they  are  also  published  in  Foreign 
Commerce  Weekly,  formerly  Commerce  Reports.  Other  decisions  and  notices  of  general  appli- 
cability made  under  the  regulations  are  ako  published  as  Foreign  Commerce  Statistical  De- 
cisions and  Circular  Letters.  These  decisions  and  letters  appear  following  the  regulations,  are 
numbered  serially,  and  to  date  57  decisions  and  21  circular  letters  have  been  issued  See 
PP.

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(b)  Articles  sent  out  of  the  country  temporarily,  such  as 
automobiles  for  touring  purposes,  commercial  samples,  circuses, 
race  horses,  and  other  articles  intended  to  be  returned  to  the 
United  States,  which  are  not  sold  and  do  not  enter  the  trade  of 
the  country  to  which  sent,  should  not  be  included  in  the  statistics 
as  exports  when  shipped  abroad,  nor  as  imports  when  returned 
to  the  United  States. 


Sec.  30.3.  Statistical  reports  furnislud  to  collectors. — (a)  The 
Section  of  Customs  Statistics  will  supply  each  collector  monthly 
with  statistical  reports  of  the  imports  into  and  exports  from  his 
district,  by  commodities  and  countries,  in  the  form  of  machine- 
made  tabulations,  the  district,  port,  vessel,  country,  classification, 
etc.,  being  in  code  numbers. 

(b)  The  statistical  report  of  imports  will  appear  upon  white 
sheets  and  exports  upon  yellow  sheets.  These  sheets  should  be 
bound  by  collectors  and  used  as  statistical  blotters. 


Sec.  30.4.  Statistics  furnished  by  collectors. — Except  during  a 
period  in  which  the  United  States  is  at  war,  trade  papers,  trade 
organizations,  commercial  concerns,  and  individuals  may  be  fur- 
nished with  statistical  information  regarding  imports  by  cus- 
toms districts  as  shown  in  the  monthlv  statistical  reports  sup- 
plied to  collectors  by  the  Section  of  Customs  Statistics  '^  at 
New  lork.  In  no  case  shall  any  information  be  furnished  in 
such  manner  as  to  disclose  individual  transactions  or  names  of 
importers  or  exporters.

Sec.  30.5.  Confidential  information.—  ia)  The  contents  of  the 
statistical  copies  of  the  import  entries  and  withdrawals  must  be 
treated  as  confidential  and  may  not  be  used  for  other  than 
statistical  purposes. 

(b)  The  contents  of  all  copies  of  the  export  declarations  must 
be  treated  as  confidential  and  may  not  be  disclosed  to  others  than 
the  parties  in  interest  by  employees  of  the  Customs  Service  the 
Department  of  Commerce,  and  other  United  States  Government 
Agencies  without  the  written  consent  of  the  Secretary  of  Com- 
merce Amended  Jan.  8,  1942  (F.C.S.D.  20)  ; F.C.W.,  Jan.  31 
1942;  F.R.  Doc.

Sec.  30.6.  Statistical  infonnation  required  in  entries. — (a) 
The  kinds,  Quantities,  and  values  of  all  imnorted  articles  shall 
be  ascertained  from  the  entries.  Collectors  of  Customs  shall  re- 
quire entries  of  imported  merchandise  to  contain  the  informa- 
tion required  in  Schedule  A^  statistical  classification  of  im- 
ports, as  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  the  Secre- 
tary of  Commerce,  and  the  chairman  of  the  United  States  Tariff

co.-^l  from  the  Superintendent  of  Documents 
C.,  or  fron  Collectors  of  Customs. 
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Commission.  Tons,  where  reejuired,  should  be  long  tons  of  2,240 
pounds  as  construed  in  section  2951,  Revised  Statutes  (19  U.S.C. 
420),  unless  short  tons  are  specified. 

(b)  The  values  of  imported  merchandise  will  be  returned  in 
the  statistical  reports  in  accordance  with  the  dutiable  values  as 
defined  in  section  402  of  the  Tariff  Act.”  The  value  of  the 
containers  or  coverings  and  other  charges  or  expenses  incident 
to  placing  the  merchandise  in  condition  packed  ready  for  ship- 
ment to  the  United  States,  should  be  included  in  the  statistical 

‘ value  of  merchandise,  whether  the  merchandise  is  dutiable  or 

free  of  duty. 

(c)  For  statistical  purposes  nondutiable  charges  should  be 
deducted  in  entries  from  total  invoice  values  for  imported  mer- 
chandise free  of  duty,  as  well  as  for  merchandise  subject  to 
duty  at  specific  or  ad  valorem  rates. 

Sec.  30.7.  Shipper’s  export  declarations. — (a)  The  kinds, 
quantities,  and  values  of  articles  exported  to  foreign  countries, 

, or  shipped  between  the  United  States  and  its  territories  and 

possessions  shall  be  compiled  from  the  Shipper’s  Export  Declara- 
tion furnished  by  the  shipper  or  his  agent  to  the  Collector  of 
Customs  at  the  port  of  exportation.  Amended  Aug.  20,  1942

(b)  The  Shipper’s  Export  Declaration  must  be  prepared  by 
the  shipper,  owner,  or  consignor,  or  his  properly  authorized 
agent.  If  the  Shipper’s  Export  Declaration  is  prepared  by  an 
agent  of  the  shipper,  his  authority  to  sign  such  declaration  must 
be  in  the  form  of  a properly  executed  power  of  attorney,  signed 
by  the  owner,  shipper  or  consignor,  or  in  a less  formal  written 
authorization  such  as  that  printed  on  the  Shipper’s  Export  Dec- 
laration. The  production  of  a power  of  attorney  or  authoriza- 
tion may  be  waived  if  the  collector  has  personal  knowledge  that 
the  person  signing  the  declaration  is  authorized  or  is  held  out 
to  the  public  by  the  shipper  as  his  agent.  In  every  event  the 
data  required  in  the  Shipper’s  Export  Declaration  must  be 
correct  and  be  based  on  personal  knowledge  of  the  facts  stated, 
or  on  invoices  or  information  furnished  bv  the  principal’

(c)  The  original  Shipper’s  Export  Declarations  for  shipments 
by  vessel  to  foreign  ports  must  be  verified  by  oath  before  a 
notary  public,  customs  officer,  or  other  person  authorized  to  ad- 
minister oaths.  The  oath  is  not  required  on  Shipper’s  Export 
Declarations  covering  shipments  made  between  the  United  States 
and  its  territories  and  possessions.  The  oath  is  also  not  re- 
quired on  Shipper’s  Export  Declarations  covering  shipments 
made  by  rail,  vehicle,  ferry  or  aircraft.  Amended  Aug.  20  1942

(d)  Certificates  of  inspection  by  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture for  exports  of  cheese,  oleomargai'ine,  butter,  meats,  and 
other  food  products  must  be  presented  to  the  collector  as  re- 
quired by  the  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.

(e)  Shipper’s  Export  Declarations  may  be  purchased  for  a 
nominal  price  from  Collectors  of  Customs  and  the  Superintendent 
of  Documents,  Government  Printing  01  lice,  Washington^,  D.  C. 
Declarations  may  be  printed  by  private  parties  providing  they 
conform  strictly  to  the  official  form  in  size,  wording,  color,  and 
arrangement,  including  the  instructions  printed  on  the  reverse 
side  thereof.

Sec.  30.8.  Separation}  of  domestic  and  foreign  merchandise. — 

(a)  The  export  declaration  must  show  foreign  goods  separately 
from  goods  of  domestic  production.  Only  those  goods  will  be 
reported  as  foreign  which  have  undergone  no  change  in  form  or 
condition  or  enhancement  in  value  by  the  application  of  labor 
in  the  United  States.  Articles  made  from  foreign  materials  or 
changed  from  the  conditions  in  which  imported  by  repacking, 
grinding,  refining,  or  smelting  will  be  cla.ssed  as  ^f  domestic 
production  or  manufacture. 

(b)  Articles  exported  which  are  the  growth,  nroduce,  or 
manufacture  of  the  United  States  and  articles  of  foreign  origin 
which  have  been  changed  in  form  and  enhanced  in  value  bv  labor 
or  manufacture  in  the  United  States  are  to  be  classified' in  ac- 
cordance with  Schedule  B statistical  classification  of  domestic 
commodities  exported  from  the  United  States,  issued  bv  the 
Department  of  Commerce. 

(c)  Articles  exported  which  had  been  previously  imported, 
and  which  are  the  growth,  produce,  or  manufacture  of  foreign 
countries,  and  are  exported  in  the  same  condition  in  which  im- 
ported, will  be  classified  in  accordance  with  the  Department  of 
Commerce  statistical  classification  of  foreign  merchandise  ex- 
ported from  the  United  States.^^ 

Sec.  30.9.  Values  of  exports.— {a)  Articles  exported  to  foreign 
countries  or  shipped  to  noncontiguous  territory  shall  be  valued 
at  their  actual  cost  or  the  value  which  they  may  truly  bear  at 
the  time  of  exportation  or  shipment  in  the" ports  of  the  United 
States  from  which  they  are  exported  or  shipped,  including  the 
value  of  cartons,  cases,  crates,  boxes,  sacks,  and  coverings  of 
any  kind.^^

or  more  of  the  total  value  of  the  containers  plus  the  contents,  a separate  quantity  and  value 
should  be  shown  on  the  export  declaration  for  these  containers.

(c)  Freight  and  other  charges  from  the  port  of  departure  in 
the  United  States  to  the  place  of  destination  in  the  foreign 
country  or  noncontiguous  territory  to  which  shipped  must  not 
be  included  in  the  export  value. 

Sec.  30.10.  Classification  of  countries. — (a)  In  the  statistical 
reports  of  imports,  exports,  and  vessels  entered  and  cleared,  the 
foreign  countries  will  be  classified  in  accordance  wdth  Schedule 
C of  the  Department  of  Commerce.^^ 

(b)  The  country  to  which  imports  shall  be  credited  for 
statistical  purposes  is  the  country  of  origin.^^  In  cases  in 
which  the  merchandise  is  invoiced  in  or  exported  from  a coun- 
try other  than  the  country  of  origin,  care  should  be  taken  to 
insure  that  the  country  of  origin  is  correctly  specified. 

(c)  Entries  for  immediate  consumption  or  for  warehouse,  and 
withdrawals  from  warehouse  for  consumption,  shall  clearly 
specify  the  country  of  origin  of  the  imported  articles  as  well  as 
the  nationality  and  motive  power  of  the  vessel  from  which  the 
imported  articles  were  landed  in  the  United  States  or  in  Canada 
or  Mexico  if  shipped  through  either  of  these  countries. 

Sec.  30.11.  Country  of  destination  of  exports — Port  and  coun- 
try of  unloading  of  exports. — (a)  The  place  (city)  and  country 
of  ultimate  destination  must  be  shown  on  the  Shipper’s  Export 
Declaration.  If  the  country  of  ultimate  destination  of  the  com- 
modities exported  is  different  from  that  for  which  the  vessel  or 
car  clears  or  departs,  collectors  will  require  exporters  and  ship- 
pers or  their  agents  to  state  in  the  Shipper’s  Export  Declara- 
tion as  the  country  of  ultimate  destination,  the  country  to  which 
the  commodities  are  sold  or  destined  for  market.  Special  care 
should  be  taken  to  state  the  final  destination  of  goods  shipped 
through  Canada  to  Europe  and  of  goods  shipped  through  Chile 
or  Peru  destined  to  Bolivia. 

(b)  For  shipments  by  vessel  the  foreign  port  and  country  of 
unlading  must  be  shown  on  the  Shipper’s  Export  Declaration  in 
addition  to  the  country  of  ultimate  destination.  Amended  July

Sec.  30.12.  Fractions  in  quantities  and  values. — In  the  expres- 
sion of  values  in  export  declarations  and  statistical  copies  of  en- 
tries, fractions  of  a dollar  less  than  50  cents  will  be  ignored,  and

Sec.  30.13.  Dates  of  importation  and  exportation. — For  stat- 
istical purposes  the  date  of  entry  will  be  regarded  as  the  date  of 
importation ; and  the  date  of  clearance,  or  the  date  of  departure 
if  later,  will  be  regarded  as  the  date  of  exportation.  Amended

Sec.  .30.14.  Description  of  articles  exported. — (a)  The  descrip- 
tion of  merchandise  in  export  declarations  must  be  stated  in 
specific  and  not  in  general  terms.  Such  designations  as  Iruits, 
“provisions,”  “groceries,”  “canned  goods,”  “hardware,”  “mach- 
inery,” or  any  other  general  term  must  not  be  used.  The  ar- 
ticles should  be  described  in  sufficient  detail  to  permit  of  their 
classification  under  the  proper  classes  of  export  Schedule  B 
giving  total  quantity  and  value  of  each  article,  but  omitting 
invoice  details  for  different  marks,  siz(is,  and  kinds  of  the  same 
article. 

(b)  The  number  of  packages,  boxes,  barrels,  bales,  etc.,  must 
be  specified,  with  quantities  in  the  unit  stated  in  Schedule  B in 
net  weight  exclusive  of  the  weight  of  barrels,  boxes,  or  other 
bulky  coverings  and  of  salt  or  pickle  in  the  case  of  salted  or 
pickied  fish  and  meats.  Tons,  where  required,  should  be  given 
in  long  tons  of  2,240  pounds. 

(c)  In  jfddition  to  specifying  the  quantity  in  the  units  re- 
quired by  Schedule  B,  the  gross  shipping  weight  (in  pounds)  in- 
including  the  weight  of  all  containers,  must  be  stated  on  the  Ship- 
per’s Export  Declaration.^*’  Amended  May  2,  1942  (F.C.S.D.

Sec.  30.1.5.  Errors  in  entries  and  expoid  declarations. — (a) 
Collectors  will  make  a preliminary  examination  of  all  import 
entries  and  export  declarations  presented. 

(b)  If  on  examination  any  entries  or  declarations  are  found 
to  be  inaccurate  or  incomplete,  either  in  the  description  of  ar- 
ticles, or  in  omitting  to  state  proper  quantities  and  values,  or 
insertion  of  the  intermediate  country  instead  of  the  country  of 
final  destination,  or  containing  any  error  apparent  on  the  face 
of  the  entry  or  declaration,  the  correction  thereof  will  be  re- 
quired before  acceptance.

Sec.  30.16.  Reports,  forwardmg  of. — The  reports  prescribed 
by  sections  30.17  to  30.21  will  be  prepared  by  Collectors  at  head- 
quarters ports  in  accordance  with  the  detailed  instructions 
printed  on  the  blank  forms  and  forwarded  to  the  Division  of 
Foreign  Trade  Statistics  Bureau  of  the  Census  at  Washington 

D.  C.,  as  early  as  possible  after  the  close  of  the  month  and 


in  no  case  later  than  the  time  specified  for  the  various  reports.

Sec.  30.17.  Imports  and  exports  of  gold  and  silver. — (a)  The 
statistical  copy  of  every  entry  or  export  declaration  involving 
gold  or  silver  ore,  bullion,  coins,  etc.,  shall  be  transmitted  daily 
by  air  mail,  special  delivery,  to  the  Division  of  Foreign  Trade 
Statistics  Department  of  Commerce,  Washington  •*,  D.  C.  This 
shall  apply  to  entries  and  export  declarations  covering  such 
commodities  as  copper,  lead,  etc.,  if  any  gold  or  silver  is  in- 
cluded therein. 

(b)  All  entries  or  export  declarations  covering  gold  or  silv'er 

shall  furthermore  be  mailed  to  the  Division  of  Foreign  Trade 
Statistics  ”,  Department  of  Commerce,  Washington  *,  D.  C., 
direct  by  the  port  where  the  entry  papers  or  export  declara- 
tions are  filed.  > 

(c)  A separate  series  of  identifying  numbers  covering  such 
entries  and  export  declarations  shall  be  used.  These  identifying 
numbers  will  be  placed  immediately  above  the  regular  entry  or 
export  declaration  numbers,  and  will  be  continued  in  numerical 
order. 

Sec.  30.18.  Manufactured  articles  exported  with  benefit  of 
drawback  on  imported  materials  contained  there. — (a)  Such  ar- 
ticles will  be  reported  quarterly  on  Commerce  Form  549  (for- 
merly 1115)  within  30  days  after  the  close  of  each  quarter. 
The  articles  will  also  be  returned  as  domestic  exports  from  the 
district  of  exportation. 

(b)  The  articles  exported  will  be  shown,  wfith  quantities, 
classified  according  to  Schedule  B of  the  Department  of  Com- 
merce, enlarged  by  the  addition  of  sufficient  subclasses  to  show 
separately  each  different  kind  of  article  exported,  though  several 
may  be  grouped  under  the  same  class  number. 

(c)  For  each  exported  article  there  will  be  shown  the  im- 
ported articles  contained  therein,  classified  according  to  Sched- 
ule A showing  quantities  or  values,  or  both,  with  rates  of 
duty,  sufficient  to  verify  the  amount  of  drawbacks  paid.

Sec.  30.30.  Manifests  of  vessels;  Shipper’s  Export  Declara- 
tions; clearance. — (a)  Before  clearance  shall  be  granted  to  any 
vessel  bound  to  a foreign  place  or  noncontiguous  territory  of  the 
United  States,  the  master  shall  file  a manifest  with  the  Collector  of 
Customs  on  Customs  Form  1374  of  all  cargo  on  board  his  vessel. 
There  shall  also  be  filed  with  the  Collector  declarations  of  the 
ovmers,  shippers,  or  consignors  of  the  cargo  shipped  by  them, 
specifying  the  kinds,  quantities,  values,  and  the  place  to  which 
ultimately  destined.  These  declarations  will  be  made  in  triplicate 
on  Commerce  Form  7525  in  accordance  with  the  instructions 
printed  thereon,  and  the  original  copy  of  every  declaration  shall 
be  verified  by  oath  before  a customs  officer,  notary  public  or 
other  authorized  person.  The  oath  is  not  required  on  Shipper’s 
Export  Declarations  covering  shipments  made  between  the 
United  States  and  its  territories  and  possessions.  Amended

a vessel  bound  for  a foreign  port  prior  to  the  filing  of  the  com- 
plete cargo  manifest  and  all  export  declarations  as  provided  for 
herein,  shall  be  suspended  during  any  period  covered  by  a 
Proclamation  of  the  President  that  a state  of  war  exists  between 
foreign  nations.  The  condition  of  the  bond  is  that  a complete 
outward  manifest  of  all  cargo  laden  on  board  the  vessel,  or  the 
export  declarations  covering  all  cargo,  or_  both  the  complete 
outward  manifest,  and  all  export  declarations,  as  printed  on 
said  forms,  be  filed  with  the  Collector  of  Customs  not  later  than 
the  fourth  business  day  after  clearance  of  the  vessel.  If  re- 
quired by  the  collector,  pro  forma  declarations  on  Customs 
Form  7303  must  be  filed  enumerating  shipments  for  which 
declarations  are  missing.

You  state  that  steamship  companies  require  that  the  export 
declaration  be  filed  before  cargo  will  be  accepted  at  the  dock; 
that  the  shipper  in  order  to  secure  a dock  permit  wdll  some- 
times file  a declaration  for  a carload  of  lumber  only  to  find  later 
that  the  steamship  company  can  ship  all  but  10  or  15  percent  of 
the  lumber. 

Where,  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector,  local  exigencies  re- 
quire it,  the  shipper  may,  in  cases  where  slight  variations  in 
quantities  appear,  be  permitted  to  file  promptly  an  amended  dec- 
laration. .

Our  attention  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  various  prac- 
tices are  being  followed  in  Customs  ports  in  indicating  Customs 
approval  of  declarations  presented  by  shippers  to  Customs  for 
acceptance.  In  most  cases  the  only  indication  of  this  approval 
takes  the  form  of  the  stamping  of  the  file  number  in  the  upper 
right-hand  corner  of  the  declaration.  In  some  ports  Collectors 
of  Customs  have  the  steamship  company’s  copy  of  the  declara- 
tion initialed  by  Customs  otficials.  In  other  cases  the  Collectors 
insert  a separate  “receipt”  stamp  on  tlie  declaration  to  indi- 
cate their  approval. 

In  order  to  provide  a uniform  procedure  for  this  operation 
it  is  suggested  that  all  Collectors  of  Customs  indicate  their 
approval  of  the  export  declaration  by  stamping  the  file  num- 
ber in  the  upper  right-hand  corner  and  initialing  the  steamship 
company’s  copy  of  the  declaration.  If  individual  Collectors 
ieem  it  necessary  for  internal  Customs  operations  to  stamp 
:heir  declarations  with  a receipt  stamp  in  addition  to  the  two 
deps  indicated  above,  this  procedure  may  also  be  followed.

total  value,  provided  that  a copy  of  the  War  Department  Ship- 
ping Document  is  attached  to  the  statistical  copy  of  the 
export  declaration. 

The  War  Department  shipping  papers  often  itemize  several 
hundred  commodities,  each  of  which  normally  requires  a sep- 
arate Schedule  B commodity  number.  In  these  instances  this 
Bureau  will  assume  the  responsibility  of  coding  the  individual 
items  in  terms  of  Schedule  B. 

It  would  be  appreciated  if  you  will  accept  Defense  Aid 
Shipper’s  Export  Declarations  under  these  conditions.

Among  the  classes  of  shipments  which  are 
exempted  under  the  provisions  of  Foreign  Commerce  Statistical 
Decision  57  from  the  requirement  of  filing  of  the  Shipper’s  Ex- 
port Declaration  (Commerce  Form  7525-V)  are  the  following: 

“Shipments  of  military  and  naval  supplies  and  equipment 
for  the  use  of  United  States  military  and  naval  forces  abroad.” 

It  has  come  to  our  attention  that  in  certain  instances  dif- 
ficulties have  arisen  in  the  interpretation  of  this  exemption. 

Collectors  are  advised  that  all  shipments  irrespective  of  the 
materials  or  commodities  comprising  the  shipments,  which  are 
specifically  consigned  to  the  United  States  military  or  naval 
forces  abroad,  i.  e.,  consigned  either  to  a United  States  military 
or  naval  establishment  abroad,  or  to  personnel  of  the  United 
States  armed  forces  designated  as  officially  representing  either 
the  armed  forces  or  the  said  military  or  naval  establishment,  are 
to  be  considered  as  coming  under  the  exemption  quoted  above. 
Shipper’s  Export  Declarations  consequently  need  not  be  filed  for 
such  shipments.

31  and  32,  The  transmission  or  revelation  of  its  contents  in  any 
manner  to  an  unauthorized  person  is  prohibited  by  law,”  which 
during  the  period  of  the  war  has  appeared  at  the  bottom  of  the 
Shipper’s  Export  Declaration,  may  be  omitted.  In  its  place  the 
following  statement  must  appear:  “The  contents  of  this  docu- 

ment must  be  treated  as  confidential  and  may  not  be  disclosed 
to  others  than  the  parties  at  interest  without  the  written  con- 
sent of  the  Secretary  of  Commerce.” 

The  Superintendent  of  Documents,  Government  Printing  Of- 
fice, Washington,  D.  C.,  has  been  instructed  to  make  these 
modifications  when  next  reprinting  the  Shipper’s  Export  Dec- 
laration. The  Shipper’s  Export  Declaration  may  continue  to  be 
printed  by  private  parties,  provided  it  conforms  to  the  official 
form  in  size,  wording,  color  and  arrangement. 

Shipper’s  Export  Declarations  bearing  the  word  “Confidential” 
either  diagonally  across  the  face  of  the  form  or  at  top  center 
and  bottom  of  the  form,  will  continue  to  be  accepted  by  Collec- 
tors of  Customs  until  June  1,  1946.

Subject:  Shipments  other  than  those  to  U.  S.  Government  Agen- 
cies made  to  one  port  in  Puerto  Rico  and  laden  on  one 
vessel 

Effective  December  1,  1945,  Collectors  of  Customs  will  permit 
shipments  other  than  those  made  to  U.  S.  Government  agen- 
cies, offices,  establishments  or  representatives  of  any  one  of 
these,  which  are  laden  on  one  vessel  and  destined  to  go  to  one 
port  in  Puerto  Rico  to  be  reported  on  one  copy  of  the  Shipper’s 
Export  Declaration  (Department  of  Commerce  Form  7525-V). 
For  such  shipments  no  consignee  information  need  be  provided 
by  shippers,  whether  such  shipments  are  made  to  one  or  several 
consignees.

Subject:  Preparation  of  wood  pulp  entries 

Entries  of  wood  pulp  have  been  received  in  a number  of  in- 
stances on  which  the  entered  values  have  been  either  the  c.i.f. 
or  the  invoice  value  instead  of  the  foreign  or  export  value  in 
the  foreign  country  as  required  by  Section  402  of  the  Tariff  Act. 

A list  of  instructions  on  the  preparation  of  entries  especially 
in  regard  to  wood  pulp  is  being  sent  to  the  Association  of  Amer- 
ican Wood  Pulp  Importers,  the  U.  S.  Pulp  Producers  Associa- 
tion and  the  Association  of  Pulp  Consultants  requesting  their 
cooperation  in  the  preparation  of  entries  for  the  various  types 
of  wood  pulp  importations.  These  instructions  (a  copy  of  which 
is  attached)  outline  the  necessary  items  to  be  included  and  the 
items  where  particular  care  is  to  be  exercised  when  preparing 
the  import  entries. 

With  this  increased  cooperation  from  the  importers  of  wood 
pulp  it  will  facilitate  carrying  out  Section  30.6  (b)  and  (c)  of 
the  Foreign  Commerce  Statistical  Regulations  which  require  that 
the  values  of  imported  merchandise  be  indicated  in  accordance 
with  the  dutiable  values  as  defined  in  Section  402  of  the  Tariff 
Act,  also  for  statistical  purposes  that  a total  of  all  non-dutiable 
charges  be  indicated  on  the  entry  and  that  the  net  figure  be 
shown  as  the  entered  value  of  the  commodity  whether  free  or 
dutiable.

INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  PREPARATION  OF  IMPORT  EN- 
TRIES COVERING  WOOD  PULP  IMPORTATIONS 

(Transmitted  with  Circular  Letter  No.  FT — 21) 

In  the  preparation  of  the  Consumption  Entry  (Customs  Form 
7501)  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  care  be  exercised  in 
inserting  correct  information  for  entered  value,  commodity  de- 
scription, net  quantity,  and  shipping  weight.  The  type  of  dif- 
ficulty which  has  been  experienced  with  the  information  at 
present  provided  for  these  factors  on  importations  of  wood  pulp 
indicates  that  particular  care  should  be  exercised  as  follows : 


t 
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Valuation  or  Entered  Value 

The  value  of  wood  pulp  importations  according  to  Customs 
Regulations  must  in  general  be  the  foreign  or  export  value  of  the 
shipment.  (Detailed  requirements  are  shown  in  Section  402 
of  the  Tariff  Act).  In  the  case  of  wood  pulp  importations,  the 
principal  market  place  abroad  is  usually  the  seaport  at  which 
the  wood  pulp  is  laden  aboard  a vessel  for  shipment  to  the 
United  States.  The  value  shown  on  the  Consumption  Entry, 
Column  3,  should  therefore  be  the  f.a.s.  value  at  seaport  of  the 
wood  pulp  before  shipment  to  the  United  States.  For  example, 
in  the  case  of  shipments  from  Sweden  through  Goteborg,  the 
value  to  be  shown  on  the  Consumption  Entry  should  be  the 
foreign  or  export  value,  whichever  is  higher,  of  the  wood  pulp 
in  Goteborg  exclusive  of  all  ocean  freight  or  insurance  charges 
which  are  incurred  in  shipment  to  the  United  States.  In  ac- 
cordance with  the  Customs  Regulations  the  Consumption  Entry 
form  should  also  indicate  the  invoice  value  of  the  merchandise. 
Since  this  invoice  value  is  frequently  the  c.i.f.  value  in  the 
United  States,  the  general  practice  is  to  show  it  in  the  body  of 
the  form  as  invoice  value  and  to  list  immediately  below  the 
non-dutiable  charges  which  must  be  deducted  from  the  invoice 
value  to  arrive  at  the  foreign  or  export  value  which  appears  in 
Column  3.  The  most  frequent  difficulty  with  the  entered  value 
shown  in  Column  3 is  that  the  non-dutiable  charges  are  not  sub- 
tracted from  the  invoice  value  in  the  figure  which  is  inserted  in 
Column  3.  This  error  should  be  avoided  in  preparing  the  Con- 
sumption Entry. 

Comrhodity  Description 

According  to  the  requirements  of  the  Bureau  of  Customs,  the 
description  of  the  merchandise  being  imported,  as  well  as  the 
Schedule  A commodity  classification  number,  must  be  inserted 
on  the  Consumption  Entry  form.  The  description  shown  must 
be  in  sufficient  detail  to  identify  the  shipment  as  coming  within 
the  Schedule  A number  which  is  also  shown.  Difficulty  has  been 
experienced  with  commodity  descriptions  which  do  not  provide 
sufficient  information  for  accurate  classification  of  the  com- 
modity by  Schedule  A commodity  number.  For  example,  a num- 
ber of  entry  forms  are  filed  showing  a commodity  description 
for  sulphate  wood  pulp  but  providing  the  Schedule  A number 
for  sulphite  wood  pulp.  In  other  cases  the  commodity  descrip- 
tion states  that  the  wood  pulp  is  unbleached  while  the  Schedule 
A number  shown  is  for  bleached  wood  pulp.  It  is  of  the  utmost 
importance  for  the  proper  classification  of  the  wood  pulp  im- 
portations that  care  be  exercised  in  differentiating  between  the 
different  types  of  wood  pulp — sulphate,  sulphite,  bleached,  un- 
bleached, etc. 
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Net  Quxmtity 

Care  should  be  exercised  in  preparation  of  the  Consumption 
Entry  that  the  shipments  are  reported  in  short  tons  in  Column 
2c  as  required  by  Schedule  A.  The  net  weight  shown  must  be 
the  air  dry  weight. 

Shipping  Weight 

The  shipping  weight  shown  on  the  Consumption  Entry  form 
should  be  equivalent  to  the  weight  appearing  on  the  ocean  bill 
of  lading.  The  shipping  weight  must  be  shown  in  pounds  on  the 
Consumption  Entry  form. 
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
